Winnipeg 1882 

T^HE City of Winnipeg is situated nearly in longitude 79° west, and 
latitude 50° north, at the confluence of the Red and Assiniboine rivers, 
which at present form the eastern and southern boundaries of the city. 
At the Southern extremity of Main Street is Fort Garry, for many years 
the most important trading post occupied by the Hudson’s Bay Company. 
The old fort yet stands, and although to some extent dismantled, yet is an 
object of much attention and interest to the many strangers and travellers 
who visit the city and the great “Lone Land” of the far West. The old 
residence of the Governor of the Hudson’s Bay Company has been occu¬ 
pied as “Government House,” and in it the occupant of the gubernatorial 
chair has resided since Canada acquired the country. A new and more 
protentious building is being erected for His Honor. Fort Garry ere long 
will then pass out of existence, a step rendered necessary in consequence 
of the site being needed for a continuation of Main Street to the Assini¬ 
boine bridge, and for the erection of buildings more suitable to the valu¬ 
able site it occupies. The fort and the many stirring and interesting 
events which have taken place around its wooden palisades, are so 
closely identifed with the history of the country in its early days, that 
to write them the limits of this chapter will not permit. Suffice it to say, 
however, that the history of Fort Garry is almost that of the North-West. 

Previous to Lord Selkirk’s occupancy of the country, a party of adven¬ 
turers in the year 1734 established a fort known as Fort Rouge, at the 
angle of the Red and Assiniboine rivers. This is now the property of 
Stewart Mulvey, Esq., and forms part of the parish of West St. Boniface, 
one of the rising suburbs of Winnipeg.

WINNIPEG MANITOBA 
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The case of Winnipeg is one of which her citizens have a right to feel 
proud. Beginning her career in the sisterhood of cities in 1874 with a 
population of 2,000, the census of 1878 gave her 7,000, and this in 1870 
had increased to 10,000. At the time we write the number must be 18,000. 
The assessed value of the rateable property of the city in 1874 was 
$2,676,018; 1879, $3,415,065; 1881, $9,230,435. It is supposed the assessment 
of 1882 will run close upon $22,000,000. These figures are exclusive of the 
exempted property which embraces churches, Government, Canadian 
Pacific Railway, and Corporation buildings.

Notwithstanding the vast amount of public improvements carried on 
by the corporation, the erection of bridges, schools, and a bonus of 
$200,000 to the Canadian Pacific Railway, the debt of the city is but 
$620,000—a bagatelle as compared with its resources. Representing this 
debt as an asset, the City has her City Hall and Market Square, the 
Central and Ward Schools, the Louise Iron Bridge, one hundred miles 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway towards the Pembina Mountain country 
and the workshops connected therewith. Hitherto the rate levied has not 
exceeded one cent on the dollar of the assessed value, and this covered 
school as well as municipal purposes. 

During the present year it is intended to pave part of Main Street with 
block cedar, and to enlarge the City Hall. Other improvements are like¬ 
wise certain to follow. 

The City is prepared to deal liberally with any person or persons who 
may establish manufactories in the City. Already the Ogilvie Milling 
Company’s handsome flouring mills grace Point Douglas, and are by 
by-law exempt from taxation for a period of thirty years. These mills 
are to be fitted up with machinery to grind the Manitoba hard wheat 
under the new Hungarian process which is by rollers instead of by stones. 
The flour made under this process is a very superior article and com¬ 
mands the highest price in the market.

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The year was 1885... 


. . . above the crackling rifle fire of the Battle of Batoche in the 
Northwest Rebellion rose a make-shift red and white flag. It had been sewn 
together by Major-General (then Surgeon) G. Sterling Ryerson from factory cotton 
and pieces of red cloth “borrowed” from an ammunition cart. Under its protection 
wounded men were carried from the field. For the first time . . . the Red Cross 
flag had been flown in Canada! 

Eleven years later the first "colonial” branch of the Red Cross in the British 
Empire was formed in Canada. The General Ryerson who had patched together 
the flag of Batoche was elected chairman of the executive. Even in their humani¬ 
tarian efforts, the men of Canada demanded democratic procedure. 

Today all over the world, the Red Cross is built on the recognized principles of 
democracy. Not only does the Red Cross deserve your support it is a dramatic 
reminder that men of all races and beliefs can work together for the welfare of 
others — under all conditions — m war, in peace, in flood or famine, or personal 
distress.

In 1868 there were not more than thirty buildings outside the Fort. 
Instead of regular streets, there were only “trails.” About this date it 
was deemed expedient to lay out a town plot. A wise precaution was 
adopted by the founders of the City, in making Main Street and Portage

Avenue wide thoroughfares. Both of these streets have an average width 
of 132 feet. The former runs from the Assiniboine, parallel with the Red 
River, towards Kildonan, a distance of three miles. It is as level as a 
board the entire distance. This street is the main thoroughfare of the 
City and will remain so for many years to come. 

Already there are a large number of companies and corporate bodies 
within her borders. A Gas Light Company has its works already erected, 
pipes and mains laid, and services to houses supplied. A Water Works

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Company is equally far advanced. The Street Railway Company expects 
to have cars in operation in a few months. The North-West Omnibus and 
Transfer Company has been carrying on business for some time. Most of 
the business houses are connected by telephone. Electric lights and fire 
alarms are to be erected in different parts of the City. Bridge Companies 
are throwing structures across the rivers at different points. 

As the City increased in size, population, and influence, her educational 
facilities were not allowed to fall behind. The City now boasts of a 
large Central School Building and a number of ward schools, which are 
all well attended. The first school was opened on Monday, 30th October, 
1871, in a small wooden building 16x20, with a thatched roof. The school 
population then was fifty, and the average attendance twenty-five. Mr. 
W. F. Luxton was the first regularly appointed teacher by a board of 
trustees. 

In 1871, the firm of Hill, Griggs & Co., of St. Paul—the senior of whom, 
James J. Hill, was a Canadian from the County of Wellington, in Ontario, 
and now a member of the Canadian Pacific Syndicate—put an opposition

steamer on the river to ply between Moorehead and Winnipeg. As the 
traffic increased the fleet was enlarged until at present over twenty 
steamers and barges are engaged in the river trade. 

The North-Western Navigation Company have steamers now plying 
between Winnipeg and Edmonton, by way of Lake Winnipeg and the 
Saskatchewan River. Boats can be taken on the South branch of that 
great stream as far as the point at which it is to be crossed by the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific Railway. For years past the Hudson’s Bay Company have 
had boats on these waters. Rates for passengers and freight were, how¬ 
ever, very high. Few emigrants could afford to pay the prices charged, 
and the overland route had to be taken. The Winnipeg and Western 
Transportation Company, likewise, have a fine fleet plying the waters 
of the Assiniboine, Red River, and Lake Winnipeg. Competition will 
have the effect of keeping down rates; giving the travelling and trading

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public the advantages of cheap transportation, and securing a greater 
amount of traffic to their own lines. 

The leading Secret Societies are fully represented in Winnipeg. The 
first lodge of Free Masons called the “Northern Light Lodge,” was estab¬ 
lished in 1864. Odd Fellows, Foresters and Orange Societies are also 
strong. The Grand Lodges of all these institutions meet in Winnipeg. 



The national societies of St. George, St. Andrew, and St. Patrick are 
also flourishing institutions. They all have excellent rooms, where the 
members meet and where fellow-countrymen are made welcome. These 
societies have been of great benefit in imparting information to those 
coming to settle in the country, and in relieving the distressed. 

A Sanitary Association has been formed, having for its object the 
proper drainage of the City. The Hudson’s Bay Company have made a 
grant of $500 to the Association, and it is proposed to engage the services 
of a competent Sanitary Engineer to report on the necessities of the 
place. 

There are two excellent clubs in the City. The Manitoba Club, estab¬ 
lished in 1874, is a non-political institution, with a membership of over 
150. It has recently removed to the handsome new building on Garry 
Street, which, with furniture, cost about $20,000. The Selkirk Club (Con¬ 
servative) was organized in 1880, and is in a prosperous condition. They 
occupy premises on Thistle Street, but steps are being taken for the 
erection of a building. 

The Press of Winnipeg is a credit to the City. The “Free Press” is a 
large and influential morning paper, ably conducted by Messrs. Kenny 
and Luxton. It is the organ of the Liberal party, and was established in 
1872. The “Times,” the organ for the Conservative party, established in 
1878, has been under the present management of Messrs. Rowe & Co., 
since 1880, and is an excellent journal. The “Sun,” an evening paper, 
has been only a few months in existence, but has every prospect of a 
prosperous career. The two first mentioned publish weekly editions as 
well. The two pioneers in journalism in the North-West were Messrs. 
Wm. Buckingham and Wm. Coldwell. The former is well known to the 
public, from having, during Mr. Mackenzie’s Administration, occupied 
the position of Private Secretary to the Premier. The latter is still a

resident of Winnipeg, and has been more or less connected with various 
newspaper ventures. In 1859 these gentlemen arrived in Winnipeg, 
having brought their printing press and material in ox carts all the way 
from St. Paul, across the prairie. Their paper was called the “Nor- 
Wester.” It continued to exist for a number of years, changing proprietors 
several times. Other ventures on the journalistic sea have been made, 
some of which lived for years, while others were ephemeral. Besides the 
newspaper offices, there are several well organized job offices in the City. 

A noticeable feature on the streets, and it is even more discernible 
in the churches, is the large preponderence of the male populatidn. At 
the time of writing it is calculated that two-thirds of the population of 
the City are males. This is, of course, accounted for by the fact that the 
young married men, have come here to seek their fortune before enter¬ 
ing into matrimonial bonds. There are also many who have left their 
families in Ontario or elsewhere until spring, by which time they expect 
to become permanently settled. To attend one of the large churches 
in the City is to witness a sight not to be seen out of Winnipeg. They 
are crowded to the door—and the vast congregation is composed of the 
very bone and sinew of other lands—strong men with will and determina¬

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situated financially. Such audiences must inspire any man who rises to 
address them. The people of Winnipeg are eminently a church-going 
community. On the Sabbath morn, except when the bells in the church 
towers call the citizens forth to worship, the streets are very quiet, and 
from then until the hour of dismissal the same prevails. 

The almost entire absence of pauperism, or anything approaching to 
squalor, is a noticeable feature of life in Winnipeg. Every one, from the 
laboring man up, is well and comfortably clad, and seems to be perfectly 
satisfied with the country in which his lot has been cast. This statement 
is corroborated by the fact that during the past year the City Council 
were required to expend less than $150 for charitable purposes. 

The name WINNIPEG has its origin in the Indian Cree name given to 
the lake 40 miles north, meaning “Win,” muddy, “nipee,” water. 

Winnipeg is situated in Latitude 49° 54' N., Longitude 97° 08' W., at 
the confluence of the Red and Assiniboine Rivers; 40 miles south of Lake 
Winnipeg and 60 miles north of the boundary line between Canada and 
the United States of America, almost midway between the Atlantic and 
Pacific Oceans and at an altitude of 760 feet above the seaboard level 
of New York. 

From a Hudson’s Bay Company trading post' (Fort Garry) in 1870, 
with a population of 215, Winnipeg has grown to the size and finish of 
a first-class City of approximately 231,000 people. When the City was 
incorporated in 1873 there were 1,869 inhalitants. In 1878 steam railway 
connection from St. Paul, Minn., had reached a point just across the 
river from Winnipeg; and on July 1st, 1886, the first through railway 
train, which left Montreal on June 28th, 1886, arrived in Winnipeg. With 
the advent of railway connections a steady stream of travel and trade 
was started and has resulted in the building up of a City of a standing 
and importance that is exceeded by only three cities on the Dominion 
of Canada. 

Winnipeg has become the greatest grain centre on the American con-

Drinking water was pumped from the Assiniboine River at Armstrong’s 
Point (Maryland and Cornish) Pumping Station and water mains were 
laid from the Station along Sherbrooke Street North to Broadway, then 
East on Broadway to Main Street, and North on Main to Higgins Avenue. 

Aug. 26, 1882—Saw the first installation of water service in Winnipeg. 
It was to the home of J. Schultz, 315 Main Street East, and half-inch lead 
pipe was used, and before the end of 1882 there were 29 such installations 
in Winnipeg. 

In 1899 the City of Winnipeg took over the supply of water from the 
old water company and in that year 1,640 services were in operation 
and water mains extended 22.68 miles. 

1948 saw 50,056 water services in use and water mains now exceed 
327.7 miles in length.

The first sewers in Winnipeg were completed on December 18, 1876. 
The main sewer was 9,000 feet in length and the north sewer 2,800 feet 
long, connecting with the outlet sewer opposite the City Hall. The outlet 
sewer, running down the gully past Brown and Rutherford’s mill, was 
1,600 feet long. With connecting tile pipes, the total sewerage constructed 
was about 12,000 feet. Catch basins were placed at street corners. The 
approximate cost was $45,000.

WATER SUPPLY 

In 1913 there was developed a comprehensive scheme to form a metro¬ 
politan water district to supply not only the City of Winnipeg, but the 
contiguous territory—the several municipalities surrounding Winnipeg. 
All of these already had distribution systems and for the most part pur¬ 
chased their supply, including pressure, from the City of Winnipeg. This 
resulted in the creation of the Greater Winnipeg Water District, incor¬ 
porated by an Act of the Provincial Legislature, assented to February 
15th, 1913. This Act was passed contingent upon the scheme being ap¬ 
proved by the electors of the City of Winnipeg qualified to vote on money 
by-laws. 

“That Shoal Lake water is of excellent quality for domestic and for 
manufacturing purposes; that Shoal Lake can be depended upon to fur¬ 
nish all the water required for the Greater Winnipeg Water District until 
the population shall have reached about 850,000 and with the help of the 
Lake of the Woods can furnish a practically inexhaustible supply; that 
this water be brought from Shoal Lake through a covered concrete 
aqueduct 84.5 miles in length under open flow conditions to within about 
eight miles from St. Boniface, thence through a 5' 6" reinforced concrete 
circular pipe under pressure to the eastern bank of the Red River; thence 
through a 5' diameter cast iron pipe in tunnel under the river, and thence 
through a 5' diameter reinforced concrete pipe to the reservoirs at 
McPhillips Street.”

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^"EXT time you worm your way, shivering, at the rush hour, 
on to a crowded street car and stand in the centre of the 
aisle wedged on the one side by a 300-pounder and on the other 
side by a small boy whose hockey stick regularly thuds into the 
nape of your neck—take heart from this glimpse into the past. 

Were it 58 years ago the street would have no doors. The car 
would rock like the Toonerville trolley it so greatly resembled 
and, in all likelihood, would derail before it go to your destina¬ 
tion. 

Hand in hand with that lack of doors in the old cars went a 
rococco type of interior decoration which has led them to be 
described as “mechanized colonist cars.” 

Regarded as verging on luxury, their interiors boasted velvet- 
upholstered seats, “wasp-waists” and a stove which burned logs 
in the centre of the car. Their passenger-carrying capacity was 
about half that of present vehicles. 

Fares were a straight five cents and were collected by hand. 
There was no service after midnight, nor was there any on 
Sunday. The car could be driven from either end and had two 
trolleys. Seats had no springs and ran fore and aft. 

Electric Cars Appear 

Then, in 1891, from Richmond, Va., came word of a successful 
electrically-operated street car company. 

There was an immediate rush of financiers to get into the act 
and Mr. Austin fought a year-long battle with a rival group for 
Winnipeg’s franchise. He lost. The concession was given to his 
rivals and the Winnipeg Electric Company came into being. 

When large interests took over in the electrically - operated 
street car field, Mr. Austin ignored them. He continued his run 
downtown and had double tracks on which to do it. 

The company also had double tracks—one set on each side of 
Mr. Austin’s. Hence the extra wide space between tracks on 
South Main Street. Mr. Austin used to drive his horse cars in 
between the electric cars.

Nor was Mr. Austin’s plight purely a personal thing. Winni- 
peggers immediately took sides. Some were 100 per cent with the 
horses—others plumped for progress. In any case, when snow 
insulated tracks and the new-fangled cars stalled, loud were the 
jeers shouted at the driver as a carload of happy citizens swished 
past behind Mr. Austin’s horses.

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ELECTRIC STREET RAILWAY 

The street railway system is operated by the Winnipeg Electric Street 
Railway Company (now known as the Winnipeg Electric Company) 
under franchise granted by the City, February 1st, 1892. The franchise 
is for a term of 35 years and provides that at the expiration of that period, 
namely, February 1st, 1827, the City may, upon giving six months’ notice 
prior to the expiration of said date, of its intention so to do, assume 
ownership of the railway and plant upon payment of the actual value of 
same, which amount shall be determined by arbitration. The City, how¬ 
ever, not having given notice, the franchise continues. After the end of 
said thirty-five years, the City has the right at the end of each succeeding 
five years to take over, assume and purchase the railway system by 
arbitration, but one year’s prior notice is required to be given to the 
Company.

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The first branch of a chartered bank, the Merchants’ Bank, was opened 
on Dec. 14, 1872. The second, the Bank of Montreal, was established 
in 1876. 

The first brick veneer building, a branch of the Dominion Government 
Savings Bank, was erected in 1873 for McMicken’s Bank. A 4" wall 
of brick was built outside the frame,“ while the interior was fitted up 
with elegance and a careful regard for its business requirements. The 
counter and railing, the latter of iron and brass lattice work, being on 
a par with any of the eastern City Banks.” 

The first stone Presbyterian Church was opened January 5, 1954. On 
completion, the mason, “gazing with loving eyes on the stately pile before 
him, said: ‘Thee keep panther and ill ’ans aff her, an’ she’ll staun for a 
hunner years an’ mair!’ ” 

The second City Hall, a new building, was opened on March 14, 1976. 

The shortage of houses during the City’s first boom in ’80 shows that a 
shipment of 1,500 tents were sent from Ottawa to Winnipeg on March 24, 
1882, to provide accommodation for the people. 

On April 2, 1882, seven car-loads of ready-made houses in sections were 
shipped from Ontario to Winnipeg in an endeavor to provide accommoda¬ 
tion for the great influx of settlers during the early months of the year 
of the great boom. 

Even the early councils had their troubles. On March 27, 1976, the Fire 
Brigade, owing to some difference with the Council, passed a resolution, 
“that this brigade herewith tender their resignation until such time as a 
proper understanding is arrived at between the brigade and the 
corporation.” 

The first lunch-counter was opened on April 4, 1883, at the White 
Elephant Hotel and Cafe on Portage Avenue, next to the Queen’s Hotel, 
where “one can get all the delicacies of the season and at a reasonable

rate. One particular feature is soup, from 12:00 to 3:00 p.m., for the 
accommodation of business men, for a very nominal price.” 

A great treat was given the young settlement on April 5, 1861, when, 
at St. John’s Hall, the wonders of a magic lantern were shown at a three- 
hour show, the first of its kind in the West. 

On April 10, 1871, building operations were commenced on Grace 
Church. The Rev. George Young, “a clergyman peculiarly fitted for 
establishing a church in a new country—superintended the work himself 
and could have been seen, crow-bar in hand, assisting to move the heavy 
timbers.” The building was 30 x 50 feet, with a lecture room or vestry, 
18 x 20 feet, at the rear. The church was dedicated on September 17, in 
the same year. 

The name of the Post Office at Fort Garry was changed to Winnipeg 
on May 1, 1876. 

The corner stone of Thomas Ryan’s new building on Main Street, near 
the City Hall, was laid on May 31, 1883. In a cavity in the stone was 
placed a leather bag containing dust from the valley of the River Jordan, 
a stone from Solomon’s Temple and some leaves from the books of the 
Pool of Solomon, and on top of this building is this inscription: “The 
earth is the Lord’s and the fulness thereof.” 

The first telephone exchange was set up on top of the Coldwell Block 
and commenced operation on May 22, 1881, with 12 subscribers.

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First Anglican Church, Dedicated June 10th, 1823 


S many of you know, the telephone was invented in 1876 by that 
great Scottish-Canadian gentleman, inventor and humanitarian, 
Alexander Graham Bell. Three years later—in 1878—Winnipeg’s first 
telephone was installed with development being carried out by a private 
individual named Horace MacDougall. There were no telephone ex¬ 
changes at this time but, in order to overcome this, as many telephones 
as possible were installed on each line. In 1881 the Bell Telephone Com¬ 
pany, in their process of expansion, took over the telephone service of 
Manitoba, which at that time comprised 26 subscribers on a party line 
basic. In May, 1881, the first switchboard was installed, the first two 
subscribers being Hugh Sutherland and J. H. Ashdown. In 1908 the sys¬ 
tem was purchased from the Bell Company by the Manitoba Govern¬ 
ment. There were then 8,823 telephones in service in Winnipeg. Expan¬ 
sion was fairly rapid after the government acquired the system, the first 
automatic exchange being placed in service in 1920. The complete con¬ 
version of Winnipeg to Automatic Dial Service in 1926 made it at that 
time the largest city on the continent with full automatic dial service. 
In 1929 there were 51,200 telephone in service in Winnipeg, dropping to 
42,220 in 1933 (depression) and increasing to 48,920 in 1939. Now, in 1948, 
we have just over 80,000 telephones in service in Winnipeg and a total 
of over 116,000 in the province.

A Protestant Ladies’ College was built at a cost of $20,000 on four acres 
of land near St. John’s Cathedral, in 1877. 

The frequenters of the Red Saloon received a surprise on June 2, 1877. 
While enjoying their Saturday night cocktails, brandies straight, ponies 
of beer, tom and jerries, two Codies walked in and took possesion of the 
premises. As soon as the drinks were finished and the astonishment of 
the inbibers had subsided, one of the Codies quietly produced a Bible 
and gave a forceful lecture, which was listened to attentively by the 
men, except for one interruption. 

W. J. MacConley arrived in Winnipeg on the 6th, 1872, with two 
million feet of sawn timber and two million feet in log. He set about 
the erection of a large saw mill and so established a new industry for 
Winnipeg. 

The first confectionery store was opened on June 15, 1872, by Mrs. 
Begg. The people who crowded to visit it were agreeably surprised at the 
neatness and good taste displayed in the fitting up. “The viands were 
first-class, supplying a want that had long been felt.” On June 26, Mrs. 
Begg added a dining-room to seat 30 guests, where “guests could obtain 
a substantial meal, well served and cooked, for the sum of 28 cents 
per plate.” 

The corner stone of the present City Hall was laid July 20, 1884, by 
Mayor Logan.
